NOTIFICATION

GSR. 1868, — It is hereby notified that the following clause of the license to 
establish, maintain and work wireless telegraph in ships registered in India is In 
operation with immediate effect:— 

4, (i) If and whenever, an emergency shall have arisen in which It is expedient 
for the public service that the President of India (hereinafter called 
the President) sholl have control over the transmission of messages 
by the licensed apparatus, it shall be lawful for the Central Govern- 
ment or any agent authorised in writing in that behalf by them to 
cause the Station or any part thereof to be taken possession of In the 
name and on behalf of the President and to be used for such services 
as the Central Government may require and in that event any officer 
authorised by the Central Government may enter the Station and take 
possession of and use the same ag aforesaid. 
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(2) The Central Government or their authorised agent may; — 

(a) instead of taking possession of the Station as aforesaid, direct and 
authorise such persons as he may think fit to assume cpntrol of the 
transmission and reception of messages at the Station either wholly 
or partly and in such manner as he may direct and such persons 
may accordingly enter the Station and assume such control; 

<b) direct that all or any class or classes of messages tendered for trans- 
mission or received at the Station shall be handed over to an officer 
authorised by him; 

(e) stop or delay the transmission, reception or delivery of any messages 
tendered lot transmission or received at the Station; 

<d) require the Licensee, to obey all such directions with reference to the 
transmission or reception of messages at the Station as the Central 
Government or their agent or any other persons authorised by the 
Central Government may prescribe and the Licensee shall obey and 
conform to all such directions, 

(S) The Licensee shall be entitled to reasonable compensation to be fixed 
by a sole arbitrator nominated by the Government whose decision 
shall be Anal for any damage to the licensed apparatus arising in 
consequence of the exercise of the power conferred by this clause, 

(4) In the event of the Licensee refusing to comply with the provisions of 
iubclauses — 

(1) and (2) of this clause the Central Government may immediately there- 
upon cancel the license without the Licensee being entitled to any 
compensation and without prejudice to any frteps the President may 
think fit to take to obtain possession of such, licensed apparatus or to 
claim damages.
